It has l» een shown hy exf>erl 
ineiit that women ibsmrb more sound 
than men owing to the character of 
the clothing worn. I’rofessor Watson 
has devised an instniment which sim­ 
plifies acoustic analysis. 
It Is an arc 
light reflector which sends Its hissing 
with a beam of light to inaccessible 
celling surfaces to determine the prM- 
enee and paths of echœ,s. 
As the 
sound and the light take the same 
path, the light Indicates the point in 
the celling surface where the sonnd 
strikes and the angD of sound reflec­ 
tion Is then mathemntlcall.v computed.

Women Are Sound Absorbers. 


Prof. F. It. Watson of the depart­ 
ment of physics of the University of 
Illinois is an authority on acoustics, 
and ho is responsible for the state 
mein that speakers and singers can 
be more easily heard when their amli 
once is composed chiefly of women 
than when it is preponderantly mascu­ 
line. 
It has been shown by experi 
mein that women absorb more sound 
than men owing to the character of 
the clothing worn. 
Professor Watson 
has devised an instrument which sim 
plifies acoustic analysis. 
It is an arc 
light reflector which sends its hissing 
with a beam of light to inaccessible 
celling surfaces to determine the pres­ 
ence and paths of echoes.

i of statutes, inquiring

; have been examining musty old Span­ 
ish and French official records in New 
Orleans to ascertain how the people 
of other days fared. 
Sentence Dead Man. 
A man committed suicide here in 
1738 and tile records show that the 
courts tried him for taking a life. 
Ile 
; was found guilty, and it is set forth 
that “the inanimate body that held 
I life too great a burden” was sen­ 
tenced to abandonment without burial. 
Petty theft involved s penalty of 
flogging, three years’ imprisonment, 
conffscation and a fine of 50 francs. 
Persons convicted of having shot or 
wounded an animal owned by another 
were sentenced to capital punishment. 
As in these days and times, e mur­ 
derer was executed by hanging, but 
execution for w ife murder was by 
strangulation. 
There was no Volstead law, but for 
permitting his slaves to become In­ 
toxicated 
one 
man 
was 
forced 
to 
mount a wooden horse and was drawn 
through the streets, while his neigh­ 
bors laughed at him. 
The wooden horse seems to have 
played a prominent part in the punish­ 
ment of petty criminals. 
Patients at 
the city hospital learned that meat 
they had been consuming with a rel­ 


ish was dog and cat flesh. 
One Robert 
Villeneuve. a butcher who supplied 
the institution, was haled before the 
court on a complaint filed by tile pa­ 
tients, who charged that they had 
been served “roasted dogs.”

town, so th at h is h ome and th ose wh o 
are in it may be surrounded by all 
th e lov ing care th at h e can bestow 
on th em. 
On th e oth er h and, th e man wh o is 
a wanderer is with out abiding inter­ 
est in any town. Noth ing h olds h im 
to th is or th at p lace, and it is of lit­ 
tle consequence to h im wh eth er h e 
resides h ere or at th e nex t p lace. 
Th e ties of h ome are stronger th an 
any material ties. 
“Home” is mere­ 
ly a name, like “country ,” but any 
h usband ant^ fath er will p our out h is 
last drop of blood in figh ting for 
eith er. 
Nev er was a greater truth 
p rop ounded 
th an 
wh en

wrote:

Th e Comforts of Home 
Wh en y ou talk to a h ard-h eaded 
business man about such intangible 
th ings as “lov e” and “p atriotics” y ou 
h av e to “sh ow h im.” 
Mere words 
do not go v ery far wh en it comes 
to a matter of sep arating h im from 
h is money , y et no man wh o main­ 
tains a h ome and does not neglect 
v th ose in it need h esitate about ap ­ 
p roach ing such a business man for an 
ex tension of credit in case of neces­ 
sity .

rav ages are greatest are th ose wh ere 
th rough out th e y ears it h as been im­ 
p ossible for th em to acquire ev en so 
little p rop erty as th is. 
Th e scourage 
th erefore 
h as 
h ad little 
menace 
for 
th e 
United 
States, because 
so many 
p eop le can 
own 
th eir 
own h omes, or if th ey do not own 
th em, th ey know th ey can any time 
th ey want to, and noth ing is to be 
gained th rough v iolence on oth ers in 
th e p ossessor-class. 
Th is is of great significance to th is 
community . 
Home Community Best 
No man with out coercion establish ­ 
es a h ome in any land ex cep t th e one 
h e considers th e best on God’s green 
footstool. 
Th ose wh o are transients 
in our land, liv e at rent, and return 
to th eir nativ e land wh en th ey h av e 
amassed wh at to th em rep resents a 
fortune. 
Th ey are a negligible ele­ 
ment wh en it comes to good citizen­ 
sh ip . 
And h e wh o 
in turn selects 
th is community , of all th e communi­ 
ties in th is country , as h is h ome, h e 
does so because h e believ es it is th e 
best among all th ose communities, 
or h e would not stay h ere. 
Wh ere th ere is a large p ercentage 
of h ome-owners, as h ere, th e commu- 
nitiy sp irit is as strong as th e com­ 
bined “h ome” sp irit in th e 
breasts 
of its resp ectiv e citizens. 
Th e p ride 
th ey take in th eir h omes is only a 
p art of th e p ride th ey take in th eir 
city . 
Wh ere lawns are neatly kep t 
and h ouses well p ainted, th ere y ou 
will find good streets, corner ligh ts, 
fire p rotection and h onest officials. 
Th e p resence of women and ch ildren 
sp ells sch ools and ch urch es, libraries 
and a clean civ ic life. Th e man wh o 
owns h is-h ome is th e best booster a 
town can h av e—h e is nev er sick of 
h is bargain, and h e is a liv ing argu­ 
ment wh y a man sh ould lose no time 
in acquiring a h ome of h is own. 
The home-owner and the home mer­ 
chant are the hope of this community .

The

You cannot translate it into term s 
of money, for the meanest hut may 
breathe more the true spirit of home 
than the richest palace. 
The Comforts of Home 
When you talk to a hard-headed 
business man about such intangible 
things as “love” and “patriotics” you 
have to “show him.” 
Mere words 
do not go very far when it comes 
to a m atter of separating him from 
his money, yet no man who main­ 
tains a home and does not neglect 
those in it need hesitate about ap­ 
proaching such a business man for an 
extension of credit in case of neces­ 
sity. 
Surprisingly large sums are 
advanced on a small amount of tangi­ 
ble security to a man building a home 
because such a man is a good “moral 
hazard.” 
The men who own their homes are 
the backbone of such a community as 
this. 
They must own them, because 
the business of renting habitations to 
others, which has been largely devel­ 
oped in big cities, has happily not 
spread to communities the size of 
ours. The home-owning citizen is the 
bulwark of the nation. 
The nations 
of Europe in which Bolshevism is un­ 
able to make any headway are those 
in which the people own their own 
homes, while the ones in which its 
ravages are greatest are those where 
throughout the years it has been im­ 
possible for them to acquire even so 
little property as this. 
The scourage 
therefore 
has 
had little 
menace 
for 
the 
United 
States, because 
so many 
people can 
own 
their 
own homes, or if they do not own 
them, they know they can any time 
they want to, anti nothing is to be 
gained through violence on others in 
the possessor-class. 
This is of great significance to this 
community. 
Home Community Best 
No man without coercion establish­ 
es a home in any land except the one 
lie considers the best on God’s green 
footstool. 
Those who are transients 
in our land, live at rent, and return 
to their native land when they have 
amassed what to them represents a 
fortune. 
They are a negligible ele­ 
ment when it comes to good citizen­ 
ship. 
And he who in turn selects 
this community, of all the communi­ 
ties in this country, as his home, he 
does so because he believes it is the 
hest among all those communities, 
or he would not stay here. 
Where there is a large percentage 
of home-owners, as here, the commu- 
nitiy spirit is as strong as the com­ 
bined “home” spirit in the breasts 
of its respective citizens. 
The pride 
they take in their homes is only a 
part of the pride they take in their 
city. 
Where lawns are neatly kept 
and houses well painted, there you 
will find good streets, com er lights, 
fire protection and honest officials. 
The presence of women and children 
spells schools and churches, libraries 
and a clean civic life. 
The man who 
owns his home is the best booster a 
town can have—he is never sick of 
his bargain, and he is a living argu­ 
ment why a man should lose no time 
in acquiring a home of his own. 
The home-owner and the home mer­ 
chant are the hope of this community. 
As long as both remain with us, this 
city will continue to prosper. 
The 
one will assure it of a sound social 
and civic existence, while the other 
will assure it of the financial sound­ 
ness which will keep business active 
and attract to its bounds new enter­ 
prises. These two are interdependent. 
Making Good Citizenship 
If we want this community to be 
a city of homes, owned by those oc­ 
cupying them, we must provide the 
m agnet to attract this class of citi­ 
zens. 
The independence of a town 
that is largely self-sufficing ,that pat­ 
ronizes its home merchants and that 
owes no divided allegiance to a dis­ 
tant metropolis, is just what provides 
this attraction. 
A man who builds a 
home of his own is no “bird of pass­ 
age,” for if he did not expect to re­ 
main permanently he 
would defer 
building until he reached some place 
he liked better. 
He casts his lot for 
life with this community and it is 
not unlikely that the generation fol­ 
lowing him will likewise become a fix­ 
ture, because the planning of such a 
citizenship is certain to build up a 
community that can hold its own with 
any in this part of the state.

Tile Laborites vigor­ 
ously opposed the selection of Lord 
Curzon as premier, and this opposition 
was regarded as having an elem ent 
of reason in it that ’ rould appeal to 
the country, and would add to the 
troubles of the Conservative party.

Spray in g Equ ipmen t 


“ Most 
orchardists 
are 
under­ 
equipped.” say s W. S. Brock, special­ 
ist in horticulture at the Univ ersity of 
Illinois. 
“ Not only are spray outfits 
too few in number, but altogether too 
many units are too small. A small out­ 
fit is alway s ov erworked, and often 
breaks down at the critical time. Lack 
of power usually means poor spray ing, 
because time is short and more speed 
spells fewer gallons of material per 
tree. 
“ Outfits should be thoroughly ov er­ 
hauled, spare parts such as diaphragm 
rubbers and pump packings should be 
kept in stock and ex tra lengths of hose 
should alway s be bought well ahead 
of the immediate requirements. Ev en 
such a small thing as a missing rubber 
gasket can keep a team and two men 
Idle for an hour while a 4eaky connec­ 
tion is being repaired. Many men are 
keeping an outfit on reserv e, and esti­ 
mate that the ov erhead thus incurred 
la easily justified. Another method is 
found in the use of a ‘conv ey or’ or 
wagon with small rotary or centrifugal 
pump driv en by a small engine. Such 
a unit may cost $125 and in terms of 
acreage spray ed by equiv alent to a 
$000 
spray er. 
The 
conv ey or 
idea 
tes it possible to increase the effi­ 
ciency of the best workmen, and good 
spray hands are scarce at best. 
“ The av erage spray er is equipped 
with some form of tank filler operating 
usually on the J et principle; a v ery - 
few hav e rotary pumps operated by a 
flex ible gear from the engine. 
These 
tank fillers are tlme-sav ers, and are far 
ahead of filling by hand; they do, how­ 
ev er, result in wear and tear on pump 
and motiv e power which should be ex ­ 
pended on actual spray ing. 
A good 
ty pe of equipment to replace the tank 
filler is a stationary pump outfit con­ 
sisting of a two and half or three- 
liorsepower engine and a rotary pump. 
If more than one source of water Is 
used, this unit can be mounted on 
skids to be mov ed from place to place. 
“ Since any engine may get balky at 
times, the elev ated platform upon 
which is a tank of 400 to 6 00 gallons 
capacity can be utilized as a reserv e 
to keep spray outfits going until the 
filler engine or pump can be repaired. 
Under this plan the spray tank is filled 
by grav ity . 
“ When the topography of the land 
will permit* the grav ity filling station 
Is ideal. The spray pond is located so 
that a pipe driv en horizontally from 
the bottom will atill be high enough 
at the outlet to fill the tank of the 
spray er. 
A two-inch discharge pipe 
will thus fill a 200-gallon tank while 
the workmen are getting the spray 
materials into the tank. 
“ Spray materials are corrosiv e, and 
spray 
machinery deteriorates 
more 
rapidly than most kinds. Ev ery night 
the pump and engine should be looked 
ov er, and wiped off w-ith oiled waste 
or rags. 
Any threads or bolts which 
may need adjustment from time to 
time should be carefully oiled daily 
to prev ent the action of spray mate­ 
rials. 
It is an unfortunate fact that 
three-fourths of the pressure regula­ 
tors in use cannot be adjusted without 
damage to the regulator. 
This and 
most other difficulties can be av oided. 
“ The spray gun is an admirable im­ 
plement and in the hands of a skillful 
operator can possibly be made to sav e 
both time and material. 
The spray 
gun has been much abused. The orig­ 
inator of the gun designed it for use 
on a high-powered outfit of large ca­ 
pacity . Most of the guns In use at the 
present time are found on outfits which 
were nev er designed for an output 
greater .than that of two lines of hose 
with one or two whirlpool nozzles each. 
It is no uncommon thing to see some 
men try ing to operate a gun with a

Spraying Equipment 


“Most 
orchardists 
are 
under- 
^Quipped,” says W. S. Brock, special­ 
ist in horticulture at the University of 
Illinois. 
“Not only are spray outfits 
too few in number, but altogether too 
many units are too small. A small out­ 
fit is always overworked, and often 
breaks down at the critical time. Lack 
J 
of power usually means poor spraying, j land than on unterraced land, 
because time is short and more speed 
spells fewer 


and give somfc return on the invest* 
rn en t needed to redeem it. 
Southern states have been using 
various methods for preventing soil 
erosion for years. In some localities 
it is difficult for farmers to borrow 
money from banks unless their land is 
terraced or will be terraced. 
One 
federal farm loan agent allows a val­ 
uation one-third greater on terraced 


gallons of material per 
tree. 
“Outfits should be thoroughly over­ 
hauled, spare parts such as diaphragm 
rubbers and pump packings should be 
kept in stock and extra lengths of hose 
should always be bought well ahead 
of the immediate requirements. 
Even 
such a small thing as a missing rubber 
gasket can keep a team and two men 
idle for an hour while a leaky connec­ 
tion is being repaired. Many men are 
keeping an outfit on reserve, and esti­ 
m ate that the overhead thus incurred 
is easily justified. Another method is 
found in the use of a ‘conveyor’ or 
wagon with small rotary or centrifugal 
pump driven by a small engine. Such 
a unit may eo9t $123 and in terms of 
acreage sprayed by equivalent to a 
$600 
sprayer. 
The 
conveyor 
idea 
~ makes it possible to increase the effi­ 
ciency of the best workmen, and good 
spray hands are scarce at best. 
“The average sprayer is equipped 
with some form of tank filler operating 
usually on the jet principle; a very 
few have rotary pumps operated by a 
flexible gear from the engine. 
These 
tank fillers are ttme-savers, and are far 
ahead of filling by hand; they do, how­ 
ever, result in wear and tear on pump 
and motive power which should be ex­ 
pended on actual spraying. 
A good 
type of equipment to replace the tank 
filler is a stationary pump outfit con­ 
sisting of a two and half or three- 
horsepower engine and a rotary pump. 
If more than one source of water is 
used, this unit can be mounted on 
skids to be moved from place to place. 
“Since any engine may get balky at 
times, 
the elevated 
platform 
upon 
which is a tank of 400 to COO gallons 
capacity can be utilized as a reserve 
to keep spray outfits going until the 
filler engine or pump can be repaired. 
Under this plan the spray tank is filled 
by gravity. 
“When the topography of the land 
will permit, the gravity filling station 
Is ideal. The spray pond is located so 
that a pipe driven horizontally from 
the bottom will still be high enough 
a t the outlet to fill the tank of the 
sprayer. 
A two-inch discharge pipe 
will thus fill a 200-gallon tank while 
the workmen are getting the spray 
m aterials Into the tank. 
“Spray m aterials are corrosive, and 
spray 
machinery 
deteriorates 
more 
rapidly than most kinds. Every night 
the pump and engine should be looked 
over, and wiped off with oiled waste 
or rags. 
Any threads or bolts which 
may need adjustment from time to 
time should be carefully oiled daily 
to prevent the action of spray mate­ 
rials. 
It is an unfortunate fact that 
three-fourths of the pressure regula­ 
tors In use cannot be adjusted without 
damage to the regulator. 
This and 
most other difficulties can be avoided. 
“The spray gun is an admirable im­ 
plement and in the hands of a skillful 
operator can possibly be made to save 
both time and material. 
The spray 
lgun has been much abused. The orig­ 
inator cf the gun designed it for use 
on a high-powered outfit of large ca­ 
pacity. Most of the guns In use at the 
present time are found on outfits which 
were never designed for an output 
greater than that of two lines of hose 
with one or two whirlpool nozzles each. 
It Is no uncommon thing to see some 
men trying to operate a gun with a 
two-cylinder pump and a three-horse- 
power 
engine, 
course, to diminish the size of the disk 
to an output which will not tax the 
capacity of the smaller pumps, but in 
so doing there Is nothing gained over 
the rod and whirlpool nozzle. 
The 
spray gun should not be used with less 
than 300-pound pressure, and the pump 
should be able to maintain this pres­ 
sure with the gun wide open.” 


We have some proof of the value 
of preventing soil erosion on Illinois 
land by experiments conducted at 
Vienna field in Johnson county. This 
field comprised 16 acres, of which all 
but three acres had been abandoned. 
The results of experiments conducted 
on this field between 1907 and 1915 
are briefly summarized in the fol­ 
lowing: 
Four methods were used: (A) ter­ 
race. (B) embankment 
and hillside 
ditches, (C) organic matter, deep con­ 
tour plowing and 
contour planting, 
and (D) the most convenient way, 
without giving any special attention 
to prevent washing. The terrace meth­ 
od produced an average of 31.4 bush­ 
els of corn in 7 crops, 9 bushels of 
wheat 
for 7 crops, and .GS ton of 
clover for 3 crops. The second meth­ 
od produced 32.4 bushels of corn for 
the average, 12.7 bushels of wheat, 
and .97 ton of clover. The third meth­ 
od produced 27.9 bushels of corn, 11.7 
bushels of wheat, and .SO ton 
of 
clover. The fourth, or check, plot pro­ 
duced only 14.1 bushels of corn, only 
4.6 bushels of wheat, and only .21 ton 
of clover. 
The land was divided into sections 
A, It, C. D, and (Afferent methods of 
preventing erosion practice! on the 
A, ll, and C plots, while D remained 
as a check, or, in other words, was 
farmed in the most convenient way 
without any spacial attention to pre­ 
vent washing. These results show the 
possibilities of improving abandoned 
Illinois land, and the results to be 
obtained for Illinois land that is now 
subject to serious erosion, but not 
abandoned, would no doubt be strik­ 
ing if figures were available. By all 
means, farm land should not reach 
the stage of abandonment before any 
measures are taken to redeem it. 


Flowers and Flower Beds 


Harry Mohfman. 
Do you know how to estimate the 
number of plants or bulbs you will 
need for a round bed? 
It is very 
easy. 
For instance, you have a bed three 
feet in diameter, and you want to 
plant gladiolus bulbs six inches apart. 
Starting at the center of tile lied, put 
one bulb there, then the first row Is 
6 inches from the center and will 
contain 6 bulbs. The mathematical for­ 
mula is 2 x 3.14 x 6 to get the circum­ 
ference of a circle, so 2 x 3.14 x C equals 
36. 
Dividing this by 6. the distance 
apart the bulbs are planted, will give 6. 
After the number of bulbs in the 
first row has been calculated, the 
number for each successive row may 
be obtained by adding G to the number 
in the preceding row. 
Thus, in the 
above case, the second row contains 
12 bulbs, and the third IS. 
Then 
add the number of bulbs in each row, 
plus the one in the center (I plus 6 
plus 12 plus IS) which gives 37 bulbs 
as the total number necessary to fill 
the bed. 
This formula will always work out 
the same if the bulbs are planted the 
same distance apart each way. 
For 
example, if the bulbs are 5 inches 
apart in the rows, the rows must be 
5 inches apart. 
Flowers used for cut-flowers must 
possess certain qualities. They should 
have long 
stiff 
stems, 
harmonious 
colors, good keeping qualities, and a 
It 
is 
possible, 
of -fragrance if possible. 
Annuals that are to be grown for 
cut-flowers should be planted apart 
from those grown In beds or borders, 
as the cutting of the flowers would 
spoil the effect of a bed. 
There may 
be a harmonious grouping of colors, 
however, even if planted iii rows, and 
the taller growing forms should not 
shade the lower growing plants.

In other 
words, the 19 farms that bad most 
consistently worked at the job of im­ 
proving their organization were .06 
per cent better than the average in

A complete analysis of these records 
and the factors which made for suc­ 
cess in farming should be available in 
the near future, but briefly it may be 
summed up as follows: 
The factors which had most to do 
with the success of these farms were: 
(I) good crop yields and crop rota­ 
tions, (2) productive live stock that 
utilize a 
considerable part of the 
crops produced. 
(3) 
an economical 
sized farm. (4) efficient use of man 
and horse labor, and (3) efficient use 
of capital and equipment.

OPEN INQUIRY INTO BUDGETS 


House Committee 
Not 
Expected to 
Find 
Against 
Governors — Small 
Signs Tax Bill—Senate Passes 
Appropriation for Soldiers. 


Springfield.—The passage of Govern 
nor Small’s $100,000,000 hard road 
bond issue was delayed for three legis­ 
lative days when Senator G. Essington, 
Republican, invoked the rules on the 
governor. The governor and his friend. 
Senator Richard Meents, who intro­ 
duced the bill, wished to have it 
passed and sent to the house immedi­ 
ately. 
Three-Day Interim Demanded. 
Senator Essington's action came as a 
surprise. The rule with which he de- 
j layed the passage reads in part: 
I 
“No 
appropriation 
bill 
shall 
he 
passed and no report of any confer­ 
ence committee on an appropriation 
bill shall be considered unless the bill 
or report has been printed in Its final 
form and placed on the desks of the 
members at least three days prior to 
the final passage of the bill on the con­ 
sideration of the report.” 
This rule had been adopted in both 
houses at the beginning of the session 
because of the scandal which arose 
from tile omnibus bill two years ago. 
“Disregard the rule and we will In­ 
validate the bill,” warned Senator Es­ 
sington. 
Lieutenant Governor Sterling, presi­ 
dent of the senate, stated that the hill 
was of too much importance to take a 
chance and ruled that action should be 
suspended for the required time.

Because of the personnel of the com­ 
mittee and the number of state admin­ 
istrations which are to he investigated, 
it Is not expected that findings adverse 
to any one of tile last four governors 
will be made by the committee. 
Passage by the state senate of the 
£55,000,000 appropriation to pay soldier 
bonus claims marked the finish of legis­ 
lative action on the bill, which now 
goes to the governor. The senate vote 
was 41 to 0. 
The house hill, providing that on 
petition of 1,000 legal voters the elec­

House Committee Dry. 
The prohibition question will come 
to a showdown in the Illinois legisla­ 
ture this week.

bill to make the Illinois prohibition 
laws conform automatically to any 
change that congress makes in the 
federal dry laws.

Small Signs Tax Bill. 
Governor Small signed the bill al­ 
lowing Chicago a tax rate of $1.85 and 
downstate cities a rate of $1.33 1-3 for 
a three-year period.

the bill was asked by Mayor Dever and 
other Chicago leaders on the ground 
that it was necessary in order to raise 
a sufficient revenue for the city’s 
needs.

The Antenna. 
The radio waves are produced by 
alternating current which flows in the 
circuits of the transmitting station, 
and these waves are converted back 
into alternating current in the cir­ 
cuits of the receiving station; that is, 
electrical vibrations produce electric 
waves which spread out in all direc­ 
tions and these waves are capable of 
producing electrical vibrations again 
in any circuit which they pass. The 
device which converts the electric vi­ 
brations (alternating current) into 
electric waves, or which converts the 
wa^es back into alternating current 
is the antenna. 
The antenna really 
has a large job to do, and for all 
that, it is nothing but a piece of 
wire. 
The antenna is simply an enlarged 
portion of the circuit. As previously 
explained, radio circuits consist of 
two principal elements, called capac­ 
ity and inductance. A circuit contain­ 
ing capacity and inductance natural­ 
ly responds to some particular fre­ 
quency of alternation of electric cur­ 
rent, just as a vibrating tuning-fork 
has some natural frequency of vibra­ 
tion. 
The capacity is the electrical 
quality that corresponds to the elas­ 
ticity or springiness of the tuning- 
fork. and the inductance corresponds 
to its inertia or mass. Now the an­ 
tenna can be either one of these ele­ 
ments, the capacity or the inductance. 
In most stations, it is the capacity. 
It consists essentially of two conduc­ 
tors with air between. One of these 


conductors is an elevated wire, or set 
of wires, while the other conductor 
can be either a similar set of wires 
or else the ground. 
Just the opposite arrangement is 
used with a coil antenna. The induct­ 
ance coil is made large and consti­ 
tutes the antenna, and a device pos­ 
sessing capacity (called a condenser) 
is connected to the two ends of the 
inductance coil. 
The condenser con­ 
sists of two metal plates, or sets of 
plates with air, or some other non­ 
conductor between. 
The simple antenna consisting of 
elevated wires together with a ground 
connection is more commonly used 
than the coil antenna. 
The reason 
is 
that 
it 
gives 
more 
power­ 
ful signals. 
For special purposes, 
however, the coil antenna has ad­ 
vantages, especially in a receiving 
station. It can be very small, so that 
a complete radio receiving station can 
be within an ordinary room.
